All th# fine things sail in support 
of tho Keystone Shortwav are pleasing 
to the ear for those people residing in 
the northern half of Pennsylvania, but 
they will have a hollow meaning until 
the dirt l>ep:ins to fly aion# the pro­ 
posed 201 -mile route. 
Gov. David lawrence. Highways Sec­ 
ret Ary Park Martin and Forests and 
Waters Secretary Maurice Goddard— 
three top-eehelon stat# officials — ail 
have come out publicly for construction 
of the superhighway linking Strouds­ 
burg an the east with Sharon in the 
west. 
Governor Favors It 


Not the least vocal among the sup­ 
porters has l»een the Guv erne r himself. 
Th.e other day during a trip to his home 
city of Pittsburgh to help dedicate the 
Fort Pitt Fridge, Mr. Lawrence re­ 
marked : 


“The greatness of our Northern 
Tier counties will em erge when tt-e 
Keystone S h o r tw a y becomes a re­ 
ality. 
And we will not rest until 
it is!” 
This followed a statement he made 
in March to the effect that the thort- 
way Pelt ‘‘has not shared fully in ‘lie 
prosperity of 20th Century America” 
because of the lack of good highway 
t ransportat ion facilities. 


Then, holding out a ray of hope. Gov. 
Lawrence declared: 


“I foresee an era of industrial and 
population rejuvenation for Northern 
Pennsylvania as—section by section— 
this superhighway is completed. It will 
help bring to this section of the stat# 
a new prosperity, which is of such im­ 
portance to all the people of th# North­ 
ern Tier counties.” 


Playland Possibilities 


Dr. Goddard pegged his remarks to 
the development of Northern Pennsyl­ 
vania for recreational purposes, observ­ 
ing that “this potential vacationland 
has never been fully exploited.” 


The secretary noted 
that “many 
.Visitors to Pennsylvania—indeed, many 
pennsylvanians themselves— have pass­ 


ed our northern mountains by, for more 
accessible vacation lands. 
“Kven th#* popular Pocono*, while 
easily reached from New 'I hi k and 
Philadelphia, are difficult t*» get to 
from the West.” he said. 
“In my estimation, the 
Keystone 
Shortway will alter this fluke of geog­ 
raphy. 
The first few motorists who 
cross the state on the Shortway will 
see for themselves the great hidden 
beauty away in the heart of Pc nnnl- 
vania and they will return later with 
their families to stay a while.” 
Dr. Goddard predicted that “ the 
Pocono*, traditional playground of 
the Fast, will become a vacation­ 
land for the Midwest, too, when the 
Short way is finished.” 
Highways Secretary Martin ha. tied 
his support for the Shortway to his 
demands that millions of dollars in new 
revenue be raised to finance this and 
other projects on the federal interstate 
highway system. 
He recognizes the tremendous impact 
the Short way will have on the area's 
economy through industrial redevelop­ 
ment and is anxious, he baa indicated, 
to give higher priority to the project 
provided 
the necessary 
funds 
are 
raised. 
Davlin Support, Too 


A fourth state official, Commerce 
Secretary William R. Davlin. is on rec­ 
ord in support of the Shortwav which, 
he said, will "open small town Penn­ 
sylvania, the very areas that stand 
most in need of economic redevelop­ 
m ent” 
We believe all these comments are 
genuine, that they represent the honest 
thinking 
of the officials 
who made 
them. 
If they art otherwise, if for ex­ 
ample they were made simply to 
encourage support for the Admin­ 
istration’s tax program, the state­ 
ments should be considered solely 
In the light of their intent. 
State officials can prove their sin­ 
cerity to the people of the Shortway 
Kelt by moving with greater speed in 
getting actual construction under way. 
Further procrastination cannot he tol­ 
erated.

Being somewhat naive about 
getting something for nothing, 
I assumed that this was an ex­ 
aggeration until I received a 
pamphlet, “Credit for College 
—Student Loan Funds In the 
United States.” It was issued 
by The College Life Insurance 
Co. of America. tndiana[>olis, 
Ind. 
According to this pamphlet, 
more than 100,000 students are 
at college on long-term loans. 
College "education has become 
expensive like everything else 
in this country. Besides, 
too 
many young people go to col­ 
lege who should not. 
Those who have no aptitude 
for study, no liking for the dis­ 
ciplines of learning are often 
forced to spend four years at 
some college, learning nothing, 
taking snap courses, getting by 
with a “C" which today, by 
various m arking 
trick* 
that 
psychologists have devised. Is 
an Inflated mark. 
Such persons may be excel­ 
lent mechanics 
or 
salesmen, 
hut they will never really un ­ 
derstand 
the 
difference 
in 
thought 
between 
Zeno 
and 
Zen, or wtiy botany and zoology 


are parts of biology, or what 
wa* Einstein’s great contribu­ 
tion to human culture. 
These poor guys are driven 
to heavy doses of beer and 
smooching to get over the ef­ 
fects of calculus 
upon 
their 
nervous systems. They really 
need a break and a job in an 
AAP store would do as well a* 
working for the Fuller Brush 
Co. It is their parents who want 
the college, not the youngsters. 
T here can be nothing w rong 
about a student loan. I, myself, 
got one for a semester, one 
year, way back, for which I 
have been eternally grateful. 
However, this lending has be­ 
come a big thing and as I look 
at the figures, I wonder how- 
m any of these students really 
needed a college education. 
F o r instance, Massachusetts 
banks “ participating 
in 
the 
Massachusetts Higher 
Educa­ 
tion 
Assistance 
Corporation 
loan program have loaned ap­ 
proximately $1,250,000 to 2,000 
students within the past 
12 
m onths . . 
New York State banks did 
even better. 
They 
provided 
loans to 4.700 students, amount­ 
ing to $2,600,000. The Metho­ 
dist Church Is the biggest lend­ 
er for education purposes — 
since 1872. almost $14,000,000 
to more than 82,000 Methodist 
students. 
The real problem of higher 
education is that it cannot be 
come by cheaply. To m any stu­ 
dents. the cost of producing a 
Ph.D. is so costly as to be pro­ 
hibitive. 


The amount at work that 
is carried by 
most 
good 
students makes working af­ 
ter school, except for walt- 
ing on table in the college 
dining hall, practically Im­ 
possible. 


Besides the labor unions in­ 
terfere 
with 
students 
doing 
jobs which they have segrega­ 
ted for their 
own 
members. 
W hen I went to college, many 
of us earned part of our way- 
doing odd and end jobs which 
today are unavailable for stu­ 
dents. 
It is even dangerous to earn 
an extra buck playing in 
a 
band, which used to be an ex­ 
cellent way to go through col­ 
lege. 
As costs increase, parents will 
find it more difficult to keep 
th eir children at college; stu­ 
dents will he short of pocket 
and clothes money.
